"O n rare occasions,” M onroe told 
a jam m ed com m ittee room , his cli­ 
e n ts were invited to the parties be­ 
cause they had e n te rta in e d him at 
d in n er w hile in W ashington “a n d I 
! w ould fee) pretty ro tte n if I did not 
| re turn 
the 
invitation.*' 
B ut he repeatedly said tha t never 
ha d he invited anyone to his hom e 
"as a w ar broker.” 
Cha ng ed His Na m e 
M onroe said the house at 2101 R 
stre e t w as "both m v place of busi­ 
ness an d m v residence.”

w ith him before the com m ittee w as 
Mrs. Eula S m ith, who likewise re ­ 
fused to ta lk last week T oday M on­ 
roe said he em ployed M rs. S m ith in 
connection w ith his w ork. 
M onroe told the com m ittee his 
nam e form erly had been M onroe
